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EDITOR'S PREFACE. 





HE Fourth Volume of the Corporation Diary (1641 to 1654) em- 

braces that momentous period of English History, which ensued 
between the meeting of the Long Parliament at the close of 1640, 
and the first Protectorate Parliament of Cromwell in 1654. A 
considerable portion of its contents is filled with Military details. 
Occupying a central position between the Head-quarters of the 
Parliamentary forces at Windsor and the Royalist Head-quarters 
at Oxford, the Town was the scene of many stirring passages in 
the Civil War. It sustained a short but memorable Siege in April, 
1643, and was alternately garrisoned by both contending parties. 

It may be found convenient, as before, to arrange my remarks 
under the following heads :— 

POLITICAL EVENTS. We have before mentioned that the Mem- 
bers returned for Reading at the Meeting of the Long Parliament 
were Sir Francis Knollys, sen., and Sir Francis Knollys, jun., both 
of whom warmly espoused the popular cause. Tanfield Vachell, 
of Coley, was appointed High Sheriff, 1641-2. He was among 
the first to adopt the Parliamentary side; and on the outbreak 
of the great quarrel] had refused compliance with a summons from 
the King to raise the Military force of the County on his behalf. 

Among the chief events of this period, to which reference is 
made in the Diary, we may mention (1) The Irish Rebellion of 
1641, which by its savage massacre of the English Settlers pro- 
duced a general feeling of horror and exasperation throughout the 
Country. (2) The Invasion of Scotland in 1650, when the mar- 
vellous success of Cromwell is recorded by the payment of 30s. to 
the Ringers after the Battle of Dunbar. (3) We have notices of 
the war with Holland, in 1654, and of those successive Naval 
engagements so obstinately contested, which were to decide the 
question of Maritime supremacy between the two rivals, and to 
make England the Mistress of the Seas. A large body of the Dutch 
prisoners was interned in Reading, and an allowance made by the 
Government for their maintenance. 

There is a significant reticence in this part of the Diary, with 
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respect to those contentious subjects, which most deeply excited the 
popular mind. This may have arisen from the fact that the authority 
of the Mayor was partially superseded for the time by the Com- 
mandant of the Garrison, or from a fear of provoking the animosity 
of political opponents. Thus we find no reference whatever to the 
execution of the King in 1649, followed shortly after by the execu- 
tion of Lord Holland, High Steward of the Borough. There is 
no mention of the suppression of the Long Parliament in 1652; 
nor of Cromwell's elevation to the Protectorate in Dec. 1653, 
although his promotion to that dignity was ordered to be proclaimed 
in every town throughout the Kingdom. Other matters of equal 
moment are also omitted. But the general feeling of the Inhabi- 
tants, in petitioning for an accommodation between the King and 
Parliament (1643), was an indication that England was weary of this 
internecine strife, that the Country at large was attached to its 
ancient Monarchy, and longed for a settlement of all vexed questions 
upon Constitutional principles. It is certain that the Military des- 
potism, which now became so formidable to National liberty, had 
no real support either here, or elsewhere. 

Before closing my remarks under this Section, it may be as 
well to speak of the Representatives in Parliament. The younger 
Knollys died in 1645, and was succeeded by Tanfield Vachell 
as Member for Reading. Sir Francis Knollys, sen. died in 
1648, and was succeeded by Daniel Blagrave, afterwards Recorder, 
who undertook, if elected, to serve without receiving the usual 
stipend.  Blagrave was one of the High Court of Justice, who 
signed the death-warrant of Charles I. After the Restoration he 
took flight to the Continent, and died in exile. 

In the Short, or * Barebones" Parliament, convened by the 
Council of Officers in 1653, Reading does not appear to have been 
represented. In the first Protectorate Parliament of Cromwell, 1654, 
when Reading was limited to one member only, Colonel Robert 
Hammond, at that time Military Governor, was elected on June 28. 
The conduct of the Mayor, as returning officer, was so scandalous on 
this occasion that a scene of tumult ensued. It is probably for this 
reason that the usual notification of Hammond's Election has not 
been entered on the Minutes. It may be interesting to know 
that this was the same Colonel Hammond, who was Governor of 
the Isle of Wight during the King's imprisonment at Carisbrook. 
He was on terms of intimate friendship with Cromwell, and had 
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married a daughter of John Hampden, the illustrious Patriot, who 
was himself connected with Reading by his second marriage with 
Letitia Vachell, of Coley. This may explain the cause of his 
being appointed High Steward of the Borough. Col. Hammond only 
enjoyed the dignity for a few months, and was succeeded as High 
Steward in the same year by Bulstrode, Lord Whitlocke. 

The County Records during several years of the Civil War are 
unfortunately missing, but the Diary has enabled me to supply the 
names of the High Sheriffs of Berks for 1645 and 1648. 

MILITARY EVENTS. With regard to the part taken by Reading 
in the History of the Civil War, I shall endeavour to connect the 
links scattered throughout the Diary, and piece them together when 
necessary from other sources. 

As commanding the upper portion of the Thames Valley, and 
situated on the highroad to the Western Counties, Reading was a 
post of strategic importance. Before hostilities had actually com- 
menced it was garrisoned for the Parliament, and Henry Marten, 
Member for Berks, one of the most prominent political characters 
of the time, and subsequently one of the Regicides, was appointed 
Governor. After the indecisive Battle of Edgehill, Oct. 23, 1642, 
the King fixed his head-quarters at Oxford, and the Royalist 
Cavalry under Prince Rupert appeared in the vicinity of the Town. 
It was at that period unfortifed, and being untenable, Marten 
abandoned his post, and took flight to London. Reading was 
immediately occupied by the Royal forces, and Sir Arthur Aston, 
an experienced officer, who had distinguished himself at Edgehill, 
was appointed Governor, with a Garrison of about 4,000 men. 
Aston took prompt measures for fortifying the Town with earth- 
works on its unprotected sides, and erected 3 forts to guard the. 
main approaches (see Plan)  Stringent regulations were passed for 
forced labour on the entrenchments, and heavy contributions levied 
on the Inhabitants for the Defence. 

The opposing forces remained in winter quarters until the 
Spring. On April 17 the Earl of Essex sat down before Reading 
with a force of about 16,000 Foot and 3,000 Horse. His head- 
quarters were at Southcot, a moated house, then the seat of the 
Blagrave family, and he delivered his attack on the South and 
West sides of the Town. The Governor was disabled by a severe 
wound, but the Town held out under the command of Col. 
Fielding for about 12 days. On the failure of an attempt for 
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its relief by the King in person, and his repulse in the skirmish at 
Caversham Bridge, the Town was surrendered, and the Garrison 
allowed to march out with the honours of war. Sir Arthur Aston 
was afterwards Governor of Oxford, and transferred to Ireland. 
He finally lost his life at the Siege of Drogheda, when the whole 
Garrison was put to the sword,—an act of ruthless severity, which 
will always tarnish the military reputation of Cromwell. 

The Town remained in the possession of the Parliament until 
the following September. After the first battle of Newbury, Essex 
being closely pursued on his retreat, stayed but two days in Reading, 
and evacuated the Town. It was immediately re-occupied by the 
Royalist forces, and Sir Jacob Astley (afterwards created Baron 
Reading) held it with a garrison of 3,000 Foot and 500 Horse. 
During this time we have the first historical notice of a “ Berkshire ” 
Regiment, and are informed that a portion of the garrison was 
detached to the assistance of Lord Hopton, who was upholding the 
Royalist cause in the West. 

In May, 1644, the Royalist cause was again on the decline, and 
a Council of War at Oxford decided that the fortifications of 
Reading should be “slighted” or dismantled, and the outlying 
garrisons recalled to Oxford. Some relics of these fortifications 
may still be observed in the Forbury, where the existing mound 
marks the situation of a strong redoubt. 

After this time Reading remained in the hands of the triumphant 
party till the close of the Commonwealth. During the campaigns 
in the West, the soldiers of the Parliament were continually passing 
through its streets, or quartered in its houses. Cromwell with a 
large force occupied Reading in 1647. Among its Military Governors 
we find the names of Colonel Baxter, Colonel Hammond, and other 
Officers of note in the service of the Parliament. 

This Siege had no appreciable effect on the War generally. 
It was a struggle between the Train-bands of one district with the 
Train-bands of another. That splendid force of veteran Soldiery, 
which was hereafter to become invincible by its valour, discipline, 
and enthusiasm, had not yet been called into existence. A few 
skilled officers, like Dalbier, trained in foreign wars, directed the 
Engineering operations, but until the new modelling of the Army 
in 1645 no professional Soldiers held high command, and the result 
in almost every action was inconclusive. 

The Siege, however, is remarkable on other accounts. Among 
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the Officers engaged on the Parliamentary side we find a large 
number of distinguished names. Essex, Hampden, and Skippon, 
Lord Grey of Wark, Lord Roberts, Col. Hurry, all held important 
commands in the besieging force. It is an interesting fact that 
Christopher Milton, a younger brother of the great Poet, together 
with his father, were then residing in the Parish of St. Laurence, and 
were shut up in Reading during the continuance of the Siege. 

MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS. Shortly after the King’s death in 1649, 
application was made to have the Town Charter, granted by 
Charles I., exemplified under the Great Seal of the Commonwealth. : 
The Royal insignia were probably effaced at the same time, and the 
Mace altered. 

A strong reluctance seems to have been felt during this period 
to undertake Municipal office. At that day posts of dignity were 
posts of danger The Town was equally divided in political 
opinions, and as.party spirit ran high, there was a natural dread 
of the penalties which might be inflicted, when either side happened 
to be in the ascendant. In 1646 a Petition was made to the 
House of Commons for the removal of eight loyalist Members of 
the Corporation. Again, the excessive contributions exacted both 
by the King and the Parliament pressed heavily on the Inhabitants, 
and no little unpopularity was incurred by their collection. 

Hence we find continual applications to be released from serving 
either as Aldermen or Assistants ; and a heavy fine imposed upon 
a newly elected Mayor who refused to be sworn in. That these 
apprehensions of personal safety were not unfounded appears from 
the fact that in 1644 the Mayor (William Brackston) was seized 
by a party of Horse, carried off to Wallingford, and detained there 
by the Governor until the Town had paid the amount levied upon it. 
One of the most remarkable entries in the Diary is an account of the 
Meetings held in the Mayor's House during his enforced absence by 
his sympathetic colleagues, to confer on the measures to be taken 
for his liberation. It is curious to note that during this stormy 
epoch, the Mayor's fee of £60 fer ann. for his official Expenses was 
punctually paid, or in lieu thereof he was to receive the Toll of the 
Market. 

The State of Reading after the Civil War. Throughout these 
I2 years of Civil contest, the position of the Inhabitants was one 
of unexampled suffering. During the Siege the ancient Grammar 
School was converted into a Magazine for arms; its Head Master

had been expelled as a delinquent, and his place usurped by 
intruding Teachers, who preferred polemical strife to solid learning. 
The Cloth Trade, which had already shewn signs of decay, was 
now entirely gone. This cessation of Trade, and the heavy 
exactions levied by both the contending parties, inflicted ruinous 
loss on the Town. Its population was seriously diminished, 
and until the present century it never recovered the position it 
had once occupied as one of the chief centres of Manufacturing 
industry in the West of England. 

GENERAL NOTES ON THE MS. Diary, (1641-54) We find 
in this Volume, as in the preceding, that several Entries of irregular 
date have been interpolated at the end of MS. No. III. (see pp. 
258—269), after which the regular Diary is resumed (MS. No. IV.). 
A break of nearly six weeks occurs in the Diary during the time 
of the Siege in 1643. This is naturally accounted for by the 
interruption caused to Municipal business from the clash of arms, 
and the imminent perils of the situation. 

Besides the facsimile page of the MS. Diary (facing page 65) there 
are two other illustrations of considerable interest in this Volume. 
(1) A lithographed portrait of Sir Arthur Aston, Knt., Governor of 
Reading during the Siege, taken from an exceedingly rare etching 
found in the Sutherland copy of Clarendon's History of the 
Rebellion, now in the Bodleian Library (see frontispiece). (2) A plan 
of the Fortifications of Reading, from an original drawing dis- 
covered in the British Museum, and hitherto unpublished (see 5. 73). 

I cannot close this portion of the Diary without once more 
expressing the immense boon which Mr. G. W. Palmer has con- 
ferred upon the Town, by the publication of the first four volumes 
of this important Record. It furnishes a storehouse of authentic 
facts, from which the future historian of Reading may gather ample 
materials for illustrating the Political, Commercial, and Social aspects 
of the times they describe. It is to be hoped that at some early 
date the publication of the Diary may be continued to the Accession 
of the House of Hanover, or even to the commencement of the 
present century.
